Tells of Rights 


The ‘American ‘Committee for 
Protection of Foreign Born yester-. 
day announced the publication of 
a new folder, “Rights of Foreign | 
Born Americans.” Written by 
George W. Crockett, Jr., counsel 
for the Michigan Committee for 
Protection of Foreign Born, the 
folder advises. non-citizens gnd 
naturalized citizens of their rights 
under the Constitution of the 
United States.
